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QentUmen of the Grand Jury; 
You have been called together to prer 
form an important duty—a duty under 
all circumstances important, but at this 
time and in this district of more than 
ordinary importance, both to the citi 
zens of this territory, and to the gov­ 
ernment, under which we live. 
With the exception of some proceed­ 
ings under the revenue laws, where 
prosecution may be by information, in 
no instance can a person charged with 
crime be put upon trial, except on pre­ 
sentment and ipdictment by a grand 
jury. . Our government is so mindful of 
the rights of persons that trial must bé 
preceded by the investigations of sol­ 
emnly sworn jurymen to keep secret all 
that transpires during, their delibira- 
tions. An investigation must be made 
upon every distinct criminal charge,and 
the grand jury, upon their oaths, must 
say from the evidence before them 
whether it is their deliberate judgment 
that the individual charged with a crim­ 
inal offense should be held for trial. In 
your investigations you will be thorough 
and searching,and no matter what posi­ 
tion, high or low, the individual charg­ 
ed with crime may occupy—no matter 
whether the individual be friend or foe 
—your duty is the same. 
. 
. 
Your territorial jurisdiction in the 
investigation of criminal offences, you 
will find, well defined by reference to 
“Territorial Laws of 1874-5,” page 219. 
You will find that this is one of the 
largest judicial districts in any of the 
territories. 
You will see that by rea­ 
son of the large Indian Reservations and 
military postS) as well as the fact that 
it is traversed by two very important 
rivers, each of which is^ a great thor­ 
oughfare, that it is not only a very 
extensive district, but the amount of 
business transacted is large, and the ex­ 
pense to the goverument is much more, 
indeed, I may say vastly more, than in 
any other district. 
First there are. the Indian Reserva­ 
tions. At these reservations f^nnuities 
are distributed to Indians; upon, and in 
the immediate vicinity nf these res 
ervations, are bad' and vicious men, 
whose principal occupation is, by un 
lawful means, to take froin the Inaiaqs 
that which the government has given 
them, and in other ways to impose upon 
and injure thhm. 
, v 
Second, in this district there are nioe 
military forts and posts—more than in 
the entire balance of this territory and 
the territory of Mpntana. 
In the vicinity of military camps in 
all countries, bad men, bad women and 
[>ad whisky will be found in abundance; 
particularly is this true in this sparsely 
settled Northwestern country. From 
these military forts and posts, from the. 
>est information I can obtain, the last 
three years, the number of horses and 
mules stolen from the Geyernment will 
average about one hundred each year. 
These thieyes, who are experts in their 
irofession, have a process by which 
they remove the government marks,and 
remark, so as to make identification 
very difficult. 
By reason of the few settlements these 
thieves are enabled to successfully evade 
capture until they cross tlie Interna­ 
tional Boundary lihe into the British 
Dominion, where they readily find a 
good market for their stolen plunder. 
, Third, upon the Missouri river, which 
riins through this district a distance Of 
about six hundred miles by river, Bdd 
upon the Red river, tlie eastern .bpuhd- 
ary of the district, for about the, ,same 
distance,plans of rendezvous exist wboj^e 
these criminals have their hei^dquiartjs^s 
in the vicinity of wliich their . stolen 
p^lunder is supposed to he' ^'dreted. 
ThWjrbh see the difficulty audU |r ta t 
expense' which attends the ferfe'tipg out, 
the arrést, the trial and conviction of 
these criminals.

Next let me csU your sttentlph' to the 
fact ^ifaat' hroin/Fdrt;'‘4.ht^ktU Lincoln, 
nearly ophpsite.ahd w e e 6r four miles 
distant froth BismsitK, there is Ulie|;ed 
to have been' stolen frum three' jio fouir 
thousand dollars ;worch of gbyerúment 
stores, mostly $rain.

ly true that á lú^er numVér" of despera­ 
does make this poiht thdir headquarters 
than any other point in the distrfót,bút 
from this fhct, it should not be iUferréd 
that the citizens of Bíémar^, as a hb^y 
arc concerned in the commissioh of 
these crimes. On t^^cohtraiy, I en­ 
tertain ho doiibt' that a liiwge majority 
of the people of BishiarcK oarnes.tly 
desire that these crimináis may be ar­ 
rested and ptúiished.. ; • , 
" 
Now that yov realize the extent^ and 
importance of this district you will 
readily see the difficulties to be encouu- 
tered and obstacles to be eyercome by 
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witpeuses. «iho. have been 
;befofhv migifltoates, i on, 


to leave iSSe conntry, and in a number 
of instances to desert from the army, to 
prevent their attendance before ^tbe 
grand jury. Mutters of this kind, 
brought Mfore you, I trust will be 
thoroughly investigated. 
Still another and more:serious diffi 
culty is to bo found in the faot that there 
has come to be a prevailing ..opinion 
that to rob the government is a less 
offense than robbing or stealing from 
an indifiduah and; from experience, 
am compelled to say that much stronger 
evidence is . required to convict a party 
charged with an offénsq against the 
United States than against an individ­ 
ual. This should not be. Ours is a gov 
ernment of the people, by the people. 
The revenues collected are directly or 
indirectly a tap upon the industry of 
the peoble, and every man of you has an 
interest in their honest disbursements, 
and government property stolen is, to 
the extent of its value, so much taken 
from the public treasury. 
It should be born in miqd by you,that 
Northern Dakota, as far as it is settled, 
is settled by poor men, men who have 
have come here to secure homes for 
themselves and familes, m^n whose per 
severance and industry are of value to 
the country, and they are entitled to 
protection from this government, and, 
although you investigators can only 
extend to the offenders against the 
United States, yet it must be remember 
ed that these thieves, robbers and crim< 
inals, generally, do not confine their 
larceny to taking the property of the 
United States,but p r ^ upon individuals 
also, with impunity. 
Many are the instances that have 
come under my observationv during the 
past two years, where the only hprse or 
team of some poor settler has been sto­ 
len and he has thus, to a great extent, 
been deprired of the means of support. 
Now,, although you cannot investigate 
or direct in this court,foc these offenses, 
yet if you thoroughly do.your work,and 
rid the territory of these vicious crim­ 
inals, your work, while it punishes for 
the infractions of United States laws,at 
the same time protects every honest 
man. 
^ 
, 
As to the amount of evidence requir­ 
ed to justify the finding of an indict­ 
ment, it must be sufficient if unexplain 
ed or uncontradicteid, to jds^i/y, a ceii^ 
viction were the aieoused on tvial before 
a petit jury. As to the kind or class of 
evidence, it must be such as would be 
competent upon the trial of the accused* 
The U. S. Att’y is- your legal adviser. 
He will bp present with y ^ and ordi- 
jnarily will examine the witnesses. Any 
juroT) however, will question a witness 
before you when.. he desires to do so. 
The U. B. A ttorn^ will caused witness­ 
es to be subpoenaed and brought before 
yduu No siibpoena will be issued except 
by direction of the U. S. Att’y. 
In. conclusion I call vour attrition to 
the solemn oath you have taken;' ito 
langua^ is most significant.Y ou have 
solemnly promised in the presence of 
the ever living God, that you wifi pre­ 
sent no man through malice, hatred or 
ill will, nor leave anyr unpresented 
through . fear, favor or affection, or for 
any reward, or the promise or hope 
thereof, but in all your presentments or 
indÍ€tments,you shall present the truth, 
the wholo truth and nothing but the 
¡truth, according to the best of your 
skill and understanding. 
Redeem that promise-, gentlemen, do 
just what you have solemnly sworn to 
do, no more—no less—and your work 
will be done to the entire satisfaction 
of every good citizen.

man. I was then fourteen years of age 
and I had a sister one year older.' 'For 
some reason they spared ber and my­ 
self and after bnrning-our house and 
killing all , th® stock in sight, took us 
with them in a northwesterly direction. 
The band that had us captive gradually 
pursued their way to the northwest and 
that winter we spent near the boundary 
line in the El Passo dictrict. 
I had 
naturally a wild nature, and did not 
bwre-much hesitancy in adopting their 
ways and costume.

to. dress, ride and paint as they did. 
MT SISTSB AaUB. 
was taken for a wife by a chief whose 
name was Te-wah-mickna, or the Fly­ 
ing Bear. 
For nearly four years we 
roamed along the frontier of Texas, 
sometimes making incursions into Texas 
or going on long buffalo hunts in New 
Mexico* ' I tesrned to speak the lan- 
tboroughly, an did my sister, 
grieved a long time over hef fate, 
but^ Rrially, giving up all hopes of see- 
Hog the whites again» became reconciled 
fand somewhat attached! to Indian life.

My companions said 
it was, and informed me'that they had 
found gold there before, and that the 
hills had always been famous for their 
gold. A few days aftér that I took some 
nuggets from the bed of the Big Horn 
River which were 
THE FINBST.QaALlir OF GOLD. 
The Sioux informed me that the Black 
Hills had always .been known u aboun­ 
ding with gold and other precious me­ 
tals, but the **mountain of gold’* which 
Gen. Sheridan refers to I did not then 
hear of, nor did I afterwards, though 
very marvelous stories wei;e told about 
the gold found there. 
I knew Father De Smet well, and am 
indebted to him more than to any man 
who ever lived, of which 1 will present­ 
ly tell you. 
I think Father Be Smet 
must have misunderstood the stoiy to 
some extent, as the Sioux knew the 
country thoroughly and k&ow perfectly 
the difference in value between gold and 
mica. 
They believe that rich beds of 
metal lay hidden deep in the soil of the 
hills,but there was no belief of a moun 
tian of gold. 
Every tribe has its rude artisans, and 
a number of them among the Sioux 
made the gold found there into ear and 
finger rings, and for knife handles and 
ornaments for belts. 
In the fall of 1838 we left Big Horn 
river and penetrated the hills to the 
east, frequently traveling over long 
stretches of valley, making bur way 
lelshtely and killing 
game, which

an early effort to Christianize and re 
civilize him, but at first be bad no de 
sire to change. A great pestilence came 
upon the tribe subsequently, in which 
he lost his Indian wife and his children 
AfteT this he underwent a change án 
through the ministrations .of Father de 
Smet was finally induced to 
WASH OFF THE WAB PAINT 
and seek the society of his brother pile 
faces. 
After he bad left the Sioux and 
went to Utah he received two letters 
from Father de Smet, which he now has 
in his possession. 
He msnifested 
reverenoo.for the philanthropic priest 
which bU feeble words were .evIdeDtly 
too weak to express. 
«One thing,*’ said Mr. Caruthers,“do 
not forget; I never hurt a white man 
after I saw Father de Smet, nor would

In regard to his ill-fated sister, who 
became the unwilling mistress of a Co 
manche savime, the old man (he looks 
70) imformeff me that he did not hear 
from her for several years after his es 
cape from the Texas border.

breed children^ who are now, doubtless 
roaming the frontier with the blooc 
thirsty tribes of the notorious San tanta 
and Big Tr e.

This man has realized the dream 
of tbeoriginal,andleft it a fit place fora 
citizen to visit with pride. If such work 
be corruption,! must say it has charms 
for me, and this is my confession. 
I here desire to express the obliga 
tions of our people to Gov. Penningtpi 
for his good judgment,skill and addresi 
in representing the various interests a 
the Departments.

I have also more fully 
realized since coming here, from infor 
mation received, how deeply we are in 
debted to Gov. Pennington for the pas 
sage of that act by Congress abrogating 
the legislative repeal of personal prop 
erty exemptions. He secured the aid o 
the leading members of the jndiciar 
committee of both houses and submittei 
to them a written statement of the case 
Upon this their bill was reported, am 
bis letter read in each house.

This was in the last da 
of'the session,and was a valuable wor^ 
well done in a critical time. There is 
an honor for the whole territory, when 
such a governor represénts it here for 
the public advantage; and not forpri 
vate pique and wrong.
